The Seattle x ransit commission — in a letter to Mayor Braman-- 
announced today that it is willing to sell 12 1 acres of garbage property 
near the Seattle Center as the site for the domed stadium. The sale 
price $4,S55>000. The announcement may be a major breakthru 

for the ad hoc committee of Seattle citizens working to meet nine 
conditions required by the State Stadium Commission for putting the 
stadium at the Center. d n d e r the plan proposed by the Committee-- 

King County would buy the Transit property, build parkin^ for over 1300 
cars under the stadium itself., and use the parking revenues to defray 
operating costs. In tae Ad Hoc committee’s original plan, the transit 
site was to be LEASED, with bus terminal facilities underneath the 
stadium. With hhe new prpposal, the county will not need to build 
a planned 5-million-dollar parking garage on i-iercer Street and can 
use that money instead to buy the transit site outright. 

Of the other 8 conditions for a stadium at the center... only the 
one dealing with adqquate access still seems to be unsettled. The 
Ad Hoc committee and the City have insisted that enlargement of 

the proposed Bay Freeway between Interstate 3 and the center would 
take care of access problems. . .both to the new stadium and to the 
center itself. The State Hiway deparembnt, which has yet to 

a^ree to the access plan., has indicated that building the Bay Freeway 
ni^ht endanger other hiway projects in the area, and create serious 
traffic problems. If the Hiway Department does not agree to the 

plan, the Beattie Center stadium proposal could still be in trouble. 

And this problem prompted me last week to .say t ie Stadium probably 
would NDT go to the Center.

The Center’s chances now look much better... BUT ... 

X&XX A week fr an tomorrow., the stadium commission will hear a report 
from the Seattle Center proponents. The Commission must 

accept or reject their findings on all 9 conditions. Some members 
of the Ad Hoc committee... apparently worried about the access plan... 
have been urging members of the Stadium com ission to go ahead with 
the Seattle Center site., even if the iiiway department does not fully 
accept the access proposal. 

They argue that once the Stadium is at the center... the Iiiway 
Department-- and the city-- will HAVE to solve the traffic problem. 

The question next week may be whether or not the Stadium Commission 
an$, Ultimately, the King County Commissioners, are willing to 

accept less than a complete access package- gambling that the 

problem will eventually be solved. However, if the State Iiiway 

Department does agree to an access plan.... then it looks as if the 
Stadium will go to the center. 

There are those close to the controversy who feel the Iiiway 
Department has been holding out for better access to the Center., and 
will agree to the Ad Hoc committee’s plan before next Friday. 

If that is true... then my prediction of last week that the Stadium 
will be built at Riverton or South Park, will simply turn out to be 
dead strong. I still thin& the whole thing is far from being settled 
at tiiis point.
